‘Christian imagination filled in spaces’ 


How did the Christmas story begin? - 


CHICAGO-The _ biblical 
account of the first Christ- 
mas doesn't include the 
familiar donkey, camels or 
three kings. 


“They come from Christ- 
ian imagination filling inthe 
spaces,” says Father Ray- 
mond Brown in the Decem- 
ber issue of U.S. Catholic 
magazine, published by the 
Claretian Fathers. 


“THE DONKEY probably 
represents the Isaiah pas- 
sage which laments. that 
even a jackass knows 
where to get food, in a 
manger, but Israel doesn’t 
know where to find its Lord. 


“By putting the donkey in 
the crib scene our fore- 
fathers were playing with 
that passage with the don- 
key who knew where to find 
the manger of the Lord,” 
says Father Brown. 

There are no camels 
mentioned in the magi 
story and no set number of 
wise -men. Father Brown 
suggests that they originate 
in another Old Testament 
passage, “People will come 
from the East with camels, 


dromedaries, bringing gold 
and frankincense.” 


FATHER BROWN calls 
this an interpretation of the 
scriptures in a visual way 
and says that it is valid. 
“Perhaps our greatest 
wealth is not sheer history 
but some of our ways_ of 
representing history.” 


The stories of Jesus’ birth 
should not be seen as strict 
historical accounts, says 
Father Brown. 


“It wasn’t that simple. 
The narratives are a pop- 
ular way of describing the 
basic truth that right from 
our Lord’s birth there were 
signs of his identity as 
God's Son and Savior. 


“THE WHOLE gospel is 
only understood if you 


move backwards. The early 


Christians knew that Jesus 
was God’s Son through the 
resurrection. 


This knowledge is re- 
flected in the retelling of 
Christ’s birth, he says. 
“Matthew says what we all 
say about a great figure: 
Look, the traits which make

Hispanics hear call to spread 
her message of faith and love

It was “Viva la Virgen de Guadalupe” as 
the voices were raised again and again. 


It was Sunday. And it had become the 
day to celebrate the feast of Our’Lady of 
Guadalupe, which officially fellon Monday. 


BUT FOR the 10 churches in this 
diocese which are named for the mirac- 
ulous Virgin of Guadalupe, and for 
thousands of Mexican-Americans, 
Sunday was the day to celebrate. 


In parishes and towns around the 
diocese the statue or the picture of the 
Lady of Guadalupe was carried in 
procession. 


And the largest gathering was some 
2,500 persons who gathered for mass in 
the Golden Hall of the community con- 
course in downtown San Diego. 


In a procession of floats, decorated 
cars and banners proclaiming their faith, 
about 1,000 persons walked from Our 
Lady of Guadalupe church on Kearney 
Street to the city hall complex for the 
mass. 


WEARING THE mitre and chasuble of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher was principal celebrant at the mass 
in Spanish, assisted by auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert Chavez and Bishop Juan Jesus 
Posadas from across the border in 
Tijuana, and 16 priests of the diocese. 


Speaking in Spanish, Bishop Posadas 
said in the homily this is not just a 
celebration. “The Guadalupe message is a 
principal part of our faith. It’s a message of 
faith and love and our mission is to 
transmit this message to the people.” 


She gave the young Indian Juan Diego a 
mission, to tell the bishop to build a 
temple; but she also wants a spiritual 
temple built by the faithful, as individuals 
and as a community, he said. 


“THE GUADALUPE message gives us 
support and courage to make a commit- 


ment’’ to spread her message, 


Bishop Posadas said. 


Bishop Chavez reiterated Bishop 
Posadas’ message, and said this cele- 
bration should be “a commitment for 
spiritual growth. We should _ build a 
community of faith, love and service as a 
temple in response to Our Lady of 
Guadalupe.” 


He also quoted from Pope Paul’s 
remarks sent to the opening of the new 
Our Lady of Guadalupe shrine in Mexico 
City, October, 1976. .

BISHOP CHAVEZ recounted that the 
Pope said the new shrine would not be 
complete until brotherhood, a sense of 
Christian love and social justice is 
achieved.

“LET US PRAISE Our Lady of Guadalupe 
for evangelizing the Mexican people and 
helping them to see their obligation to live 
the faith and spread it,” Bishop Maher 
said. 


The celebration was highlighted 
by many dressed in colorful Mexican 
costumes, especially youth dressed 
as the Virgin Mary and Juan Diego. 


Father Ramon Ramon continually 
exhorted the people in praise of Our Lady 
during the ceremony. And sitting on the 
stage-turned-sanctuary were California 
Assemblyman Wadie Deddeh and San 
Diego City Councilman Jess Haro and his 
wife. 


In San Bernardino, about 2,000 took 
part in Guadalupe festivities Sunday 
morning which included a procession 
from 7th and Mt. Vernon streets to Our 
Lady of Guadalupe church, where Bishop 
Chavez is pastor. 


The auxiliary bishop participated in the 
procession and celebrated mass. Then he 
was off to San Diego for the celebration at 
the community concourse. 


In Brawley, at St. Margaret Mary parish, 
about 800 attended the 11 a.m. mass 
celebrated by Bishop Manuel Perez-Gil of 


. Mexicali, who also preached. 


‘The mass was followed by a barbeque 
and fiesta in honor of Our Lady. 


The Mexican bishop arrived at St. 
Margaret Mary Friday to conduct a 
Triduum in preparation for the Guadalupe 
feastday Monday. 


The feastday celebration began with a 
Las Mananitas at 5 a.m. 


The procession, led by a mariachi 
group singing ‘‘Buenos Dias Paloma 
Blanca”, was a good morning greeting 
to Our Lady as they entered the church 
for more singing and a mass at 6 a.m., 
said Father James Kernan, OMI, pastor.

The star spangled spot 


The traditional spot in Bethlehem where Jesus 
was born of Mary is marked by a large silver star set 
into the ground. Above, in a small alcove, hang 
votive lamps.

blessings we have received, it is 
perfectly reasonable to give im- 
mediate thought to what we can give 
to others, and particularly to God who 
is infinite gererosity. As Mother 
Theresa often suggests, our minds 
might dwell on “doing something 
beautiful for God” for Christmas. Or, 
more pertinently, on being something 
beautiful for him. 


ADVENT, AS a time of preparing 
ourselves for the encounter with 
perfect innocence and beauty 
incarnate in the Christchild, is of 
paramount personal importance. We 
are, it is true, never “‘ready” for 
Christmas. 

Year after year we face the 
Christchild in a state of dismal 
spiritual unreadiness. At the end of 
life, in all probability, most of us will 
enter the presence of the glorified 
Christ equally unready. 

It is something to deplore, but never 
to ignore. By all means, let us shrug off 
our unpreparedness for the hassle 


and hustle of shopping and feasting 


and socializing and keeping pace with 
the legions of Joneses! We may even 
find sufficient fortitude to de-tinsel 
and simplify our celebrations. 


IT 1S GOOD to remind ourselves just 
what Christmas is all about and what 
Christmas spirit really means. The 
externals—the gift giving and 
rejoicing, the congeniality and 
hospitality, the warmth and remem- 
brances—find their enduring value 
only as witness:to some kind of inner 
conversion, some kind of renewed or 
newly discovered commitment of 
ourselves. 


Without such an interior recon- 


ciliation, how can we honestly’ 


entertain the spirit of Christmas? 
Without genuine self-donation, how 
can we retain it after the season’s end? 


For Christians, it should not be 
merely an annual event, to be packed 
away in our memories with the holly 
and glass tree decorations, and 
ignored for a twelvemonth. For us, 
Christmas must surely be an ongoing 
season, a way of life? 


In truth, all our days are days of 
Advent; all our years are years of 
waiting; all our lives a preparation for 
the birth into’new life. 


It is more simple than we think. A 
few days ago we were saying goodbye 
to some: friends as we are moving 
away from their area. “You are not 
really leaving us,” one said quietly. 
“We hold you in our hearts and so you 
will always be with us.” 


It struck me that Christ had used 
almost the same wording in his. own 
farewell to the disciples, and that the 
quality of presence has little to do with 
the physical. What we hold in our 
hearts we hold forever. 


| believe the Christian is called to 
hold Christmas in his heart, so that he 
will walk through life with that 
reverence and tenderness the Christ 
child inspires and, looking inward, will 
find that today is the time for joy and 
brotherhood, and so that the Christ- 
mas spirit of charity may be a force 
always with us.

Rather, it is the 
current and ever deepening economic 
depression which has been brought about 
by the unwise policies of the U.S. 


The depression will tend to provide 
conditions ripe for major social upheavals, 
of which the communists will surely take 
advantage. It is unfortunate that many of 
our church leaders are so poorly versed in 
economics that they often encourage 
government policies which exacerbate the 
economic malaise and hence further the 
goals of the enemy. 

The means for our salvation from these 
seemingly insurmountable problems was 
provided to three poor Portuguese 
children in 1917. Our Lady of Fatima 
requested a daily recitation of the ety 
for the conversion of Russia. 


In addition she requested weekly 
reception of the Eucharist and monthly 


- reception of the sacrament of penance. 


| looked in vain for any sign of an active 
devotion to our Lady of Fatima in this 
diocese. Indeed, devotion to Mary has 
become somewhat passe. If we are to be 
spared the horrors of a world-wide 
communist persecution, it will be because 
of the mercy of the mother of God.

Anyone, allowing himself an even casual 
reflection on ‘the self destructiveness. in 


people will see that tendencies to lust, avarice : 


and pride are demons that plague all peoples 
at all times. i 


The spiritual wisdom of Jesus and the 
example of his self emptying at the Cross has 
provided Christians throughout history with 
ways to fight the inroads of sexual excess, 
financial greed and tyranny. 


USUALLY A re-awakening to the ideals of 
the gospel is frequently accompanied by 
outbreaks of religious ecstasy, enthusiasm and 
wild emotionalism. Such outbursts are fueled 
on the one hand by the delirious re-discovery 
of inspirational new testament ideals and the 
horrifying behavior of nominal Christians 
indulging in wantonness, crude money 
grabbing and oppression of the weak. 


The Middle Ages witnessed both good and 
bad forms of such religious enthusiasm. The 
church tried to surpress the hysteria of the 
bad forms and channel the legitimate 
enthusiasm into new religious orders. 


Examples of the bad forms include: 


(1) Ferocious Flagellants, marching in 
processions, whipping themselves with 
leather scourges tucked with iron spikes. 


_(2) Free Spirits who believed themselves to 
be above moral norms, and proving it by 
widespread raping, adultery, seduction and 
eating in taverns without paying the bill. 


(3) Unorthodox Revivalism that managed 
to justify public disorder with anti-clerical 
riots. : 


THUS JACOB the Monk in 1251 gathered 
a mob of thousands to rampage and pillage 
Paris, Orleans and Amiens. 


As in all times, it was the social evils that 
prompted the outbreak of religious fervor. 
Just take the matter of poverty. One 
outrageous example of its breach was the 
installation of the Prior of Canterbury in 1309. 
He entertained 6,000 guests who ate 36 oxen, 
100 hogs, 200 piglets, 739 chickens, 24 swans, 
600 rabbits, 9,000 eggs—not counting the 
wine and beer to wash it down. : 


Small wonder the Middle Ages gave birth toa 
Francis of Assisi. He wrote a rule that urged 
his followers to “follow the teachings of our 
Lord Jesus Christ and walkin his footsteps.” 
He combined the first beatitude about 
poverty of spirit, with the literal evangelical 


< 


poverty enjoined by Christ to the apostles in. 


Matthew 10. 


. “PROVIDE yourselves with neither gold 
nor silver nor copper in your belts; no 
traveling bag, no change of shirt, no sandals, 
no walking staff.” 


Francis witnessed this evangelical/gospel 
poverty to the hilt and founded an Order to 
carry on the ideal. Indeed he became so 
luminous a figure that he has been called by 
many the person most like Christ of all the 
Christians who have ever lived. 


Among the many things that made his 
teaching on poverty attractive was his healthy 
attitude toward the world. He was not a world 
hater or world fearer. 


HE DID NOT practice the philosophy of 
the ancient Cynics whose attitude toward 
poverty was a psychological defense against 
disappointment. (Be poor so you won’t be 
disappointed when you lose your property or 
someone takes it away from you.) Nor did he 
espouse poverty as a training, ascetical 
technique in case he might be martyred (as 


was the custom among some early 


Christians). 


Francis, like his new order of friars, 
working among the new urban poor of the 
new cities of the Middle Ages, was touched by 
social concern and the conscious need to 
better the conditions of the poor. The poverty 
of Francis was a witness to the institutional 
church and to the state about their obligation 
to minister to the survival needs of the 
dispossessed and help them better 
themselves. 


This practical goal of Francis is often 
obscured by fascination with someone who 
has successfully gotten along quite well 
without possessions and seems to have an 
Adam-like community with animals and the 
sun, moon and stars. Because of this, history 
has thrown a gauze of romance across his 
figure and blunted the radical nature of his 
witness. 


FRANCIS LOVED the poor but he 
wanted them to have a decent way of life, 
personal fulfillment in Christ and dignity as 
human beings. His marriage to Lady Poverty 
and conversations with birds were 
affirmations of some of his ideals. 


His greatest ideal was that the suffering 
poor be helped. For better or for worse his 
hopes have borne immense fruit throughout 
the ages. 


St. Francis of Assisi 


He was wed to - 
Lady Poverty for Christ

St. Francis of Assisi, the Little Poor Man, 
was one of the most remarkable personalities 
our world has ever ever known. Personality 
he always was, but he was not always either 
Francis or poor. 


He was born and baptized Giovanni 
Bernardone (Francesco was a nickname) 
about 1182. Far from poor, his father was a 
well-to-do cloth merchant, with trade 
connections in France. 


FRANCIS SPENT a carefree boyhood 
and young manhood. He showed little 
interest in learning, although he was quite 
literate; his father’s business attracted him 
not at all. : 


He was a romanticist with plenty of money 
to spend, and this factor, joined to his 
generosity, warmth, musical talent, wit, and 
fun-loving disposition made him extremely 
popular with his peers. 


As happened so often, there was war 
between Assisi and Perugia (one could 
commute to war by interurban transit in those 
days), and when Francis was about 20, he was 
taken captive by the Perugians. He endureda 
year’s imprisonment with his usual good 
humor, but the result was a protracted illness, 


which put an edge of ‘seriousness on his © 


character. 


STILL A ROMANTIC, as soon as 
Francis was well enough he decided to join 
the forces of Walter de Brienne in the south of 
Italy. He bought a handsome uniform and the 
best equipment and started out bravely. But 
he chanced to meet aman who, having fallen 
upon hard times, was in tatters, and changed 
clothes with him. 


Illness prevented him from. reaching the 
action, and he began to contemplate his 
future with increased seriousness, praying 
much and conceiving a strong desire to live 
the gospel ideal of poverty. But how? 


One day, while riding near Assisi, he met a 
leper covered with the most loathesome sores. 
He dismounted, and when the poor fellow 
reached out for alms, Francis kissed him! This 
started him on a round of visits to hospitals, 
helping the sick and the poor, searching, 
searching. 


THEN, WHILE praying in the church of 
San Damiano, he heard a voice bidding him, 
“Francis, go and repair my house, which you 
see is falling down.” Thinking the order 
applied to the little church building where he 
was, he went home, loaded a horse with cloth 
from his father’s warehouse and sold both 
horse and cloth at Foligno. 


The priest at San Damiano’s refused to 
accept money gained under such question- 
able circumstances, but he did grant Francis’ 
request to let him stay with him. 


His father was furious; he dragged Francis 


home, beat him up, chained him, and locked 
him up, but his mother managed to free him. 
Back to San Damiano’s he went, with his 
father in hot pursuit. 


AGAIN HIS father beat him and issued an 
ultimatum which resulted in Francis’ being 
disinherited. Free at last, in a dramatic scene 
before the Bishop of Assisi, he stripped 
himself even of the clothes on his back and 


declared that from now on he could Say - 


cheerfully: “Our Father, who art in heaven.” 


He wandered about, poorly clad and 
begging, singing and smiling. The money he 
collected went toward the repair of San 
Damiano’s and an old church in honor of St. 
Peter. But he was still aimless, purposeless. 


Then at mass one day in 1208, he heard the 
words of the gospel: “And as you go, make 
this announcement: ‘The reign of God is at 
hand’... The gift you have received, give asa 
gift. Provide yourselves with neither gold nor 
silver nor copper in your belts...no change of 
shirt, no sandals, no walking staff...” 
(Matthew 10:7 ff). This was it—the ultimate 
inspiration for his mission, his lifestyle, and he 
took it literally to heart. 


HE WENT about in absolute poverty, 
preaching penance, brotherly love, and 
peace. Soon others were attracted to his way 


of life: a rich tradesman of Assisi, a canon of 


the Cathedral, the famous Brother Giles. 


They lived in huts built of mud-covered 
branches, ate what they could beg, prayed, 
preached, and all with that simple joy and 
gaiety which were so much a part of Francis’ 
personality. After seven more had joined, 
Francis composed a simple rule for them and 
had it approved by Innocent III in 1209. They 
all received minor orders except Francis, who 
was ordained a deacon. 


The movement grew amazingly in the next 
10 years. Francis and his men traveled 
through Italy, living from day to day, sleeping 
wherever they could find shelter, working in 
the fields, preaching in the ordinary language 
of the people the gospel message of peace, 
reconciliation, penance, joy,.and the love of 
God for all his creatures, 


AT THE END of this 10-year period there 
were 5,000 of them! This was a not unmixed 
blessing. With numbers came organization, 
attempts at legalism, charges of impract- 
ticality. Returning from a trip to Egypt and an 
interview with the Sultan Malek al-Kamil, 
against whom the Crusaders were fighting (!), 
he found the brethren straying from the 
original ideal of absolute poverty. He 
protested vigorously. They were wedded to 
Lady Poverty! 


The last two years of Francis’ very full life 
were filled with pain and happiness, both 
aggravated by the stigmata. His attitude was 
typical: “Welcome, Sister Death!” He died on 
Oct. 3, 1226, stretched out on the ground and 
covered with an old—and borrowed—habit.

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Bishop chooses 
a frugal lifestyle

The last time I visited him at home, I am 
sure it wasn’t my imagination that I saw my 
breath in front of me when I spoke. 


I looked down at his shoes, knowing he was 
wearing three pairs of socks to ward off the 
cold as well as to fill out the extra space—the 
shoes are two sizés too big. They belonged'to 
a dead priest, 


IF I HAD stopped to notice, he probably 
looked ludicrous—sitting there in the middle 
of his sparse, tiny front room on an aged 
wooden chair, wearing a weather-worn 
overcoat, an old hat, and a tattered scarf. 


No, he wasn’t coming or going. He has to 
dress that way to keep from getting too coldin 
his house, a four-room “crakerbox” in what is 
euphemistically described as a low-income 


neighborhood. ‘To save on fuel bills, he keeps 


the temperature hovering in the low-to mid- 
40s, even in sub-zero weather. 


He hasn’t purchased clothing for himself in 
at least the 10 years I’ve known him. Isecretly 


wondered if he was wearing the long 
underwear a Jewish woman from New York. 


sent him. 
YOU SEE, not just Catholics of this nation 


have been impressed by this man, the bishop - 


of a once-obscure little diocese in the 
Northwest, Spokane, Washington. 


The story of Bishop Bernard J. Topel’s — 
life—and lifestyle—is familiar to a vast. 


segment of this country’s population. 


' Several years ago, the now 74-year-old 
prelate sold his episcopal residence, his gem 
studded crosier and crucifix, his jeweled 
episcopal ring. With the revenue he provided 
seed money for projects to help the poor. 


HE COLLECTS no salary from the 
diocese and ‘pays his household expenses 
from his social’ security check, which runs 
about $140 a month. He usually has money left 
over from that check to give to the poor, since 
he cooks his own meals when he eats at home, 
and he grows much of his own food ina garden 
in his backyard. 


Why did he—does he—do it? What madea 
middle-of-the:-road, pragmatic, self-confessed 
traditionally-oriented bishop opt for a lifestyle 
of poverty? 


Very simple, he explains, “Because God 
wanted me to.” 


THE IMPACT of Vatican II on Bishop 


Christian Meditation 
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Topel was profound. Shortly after selling his 
Spokane mansion, he wrote in his diocean 
newspaper, “During the Council, bishops 
often spoke of the church as the church of the 
poor. This troubled me because I do not see 
that we are....” 

This pauper-priest is convinced the 
church’s future success or failure is tightly 
linked to the degree to which it follows 


_ Christ’s clear command to seek him, not the 


Kingdom of Coins. 

“What has been wrong, I am convinced, is 
that those of us who should be giving 
leadership in following Christ’s teaching have 
not been living the message of Christ the way 
we should be living it. We water it down. The 
salt has lost its savor,” he says. 


FATHER BISHOP (this is how people of 
his diocese address him) exhorts the affluent 
to examine their lives, their second and third 
television sets, their lavish vacations, their 
worship of financial security. 

The Bishop prods those of middle income 
to see where they might live more simply, to 
question things like costly recreation, trying 
to be “in style” every season, and expensive 
meals out. : 

And the poor he tells to be grateful to God 
and offer up their poverty to him in love. _ 


YET, FATHER BISHOP is patient. “If it 
took mea long time to grow, then it takes 


_ others a long time, too. I don’t get impatient’ 


and say they’ve got to do it my way right 
now.” 


An eccentric? 


Well, if he is, there are more dioceses that 
could use his kind of financial and 
administrative “eccentricity.” The Spokane 
diocese is solidly solvent. Despite its 
relatively small size (about 74,000 Catholics 
spread over 24,356 square miles), it boasts a 
modern retreat house, a college seminary, a 
diocesan high school, two homes for unwed 
mothers, a home for homeless women, a 
hostel for transient men, a ranch for problem 
boys, five apartment complexes for the 
elderly, a convalescent home for the aged, 
and more. 


IN ADDITION, the diocese administers 
five largely federally-financed neighborhood 
centers in Spokane’s lower-income area and 
has staffed and supported its own mission 
among the Quiche Indians of Guatemala 
since 1960. 


A Catholic school education remains 
possible for nearly every family in the diocese. 
At the same time, the diocese operates a solid 
religious education program for students in 
public schools. All this has been initiated 
under Bishop Topel’s administration. A fool? 
A fool for Christ. 


The root of salvation

It is difficult to keep the theory and the 
practice of anything together. It is 
especially difficult to keep right conduct 
and the proclamation of our faith in the 
good news together. 


We tend to live out of whims, feelings, 
enthusiasm and irrelevent habits, rather 
than out of right reason, inspiration from 
the Holy Spirit and faith. 


OUR FAITH assures us that God has 
revealed an overall plan for our salvation, 
known as “the history of salvation”. This 
overall plan gives us an understanding of 
what to expect from God. Furthermore 
God’s revealed plan is normative for our 
every ethical act. 


We do not know the value of our 


individual acts unless we see their 
relation to the overall plan: unless we see 
the relationship of the individual act to 
where we must finally end our journey. 


The ability to see the relationship of 
means to ends is known as prudence and: 
“Man, for all his spendor, if he has not 
prudence, resembles the beasts that 
perish.” (Psalm 49:21 NAB) 


THERE IS aneed, then, toknowand to 
understand God’s overall plan for 
salvation; otherwise, nothing we ever do 
would make sense. Our lives would be 
meaningless and without purpose. 


On the other hand, as we contemplate 
the grandeur of the overall plan, we may 
become so enthralled in its beauty that 
we experience disgust with the compar- 
ative ugliness of the individual parts. As

She longs for obscurity but her tiny figure 
and lined face are familiar to millions who 
have seen her picture in magazines and 
journals throughout half the world. 


Wherever she goes. people reach out to 
touch her because they venerate her as a 
living saint. Her deep humility prompts her to 
shrink back from such adulation, but her 
charity compels her to respond in love to 
those outstretched hands and her luminous 
smile never becomes fixed or frozen. 


SHE WORKS among the poorest of the 
poor in the alleys of Calcutta, but she has 
been widely interviewed on television in the 
United States and Europe and has addressed 
large, enrapt audiences in such disparate 
meetings as the Eucharistic Congress in 
Philadelphia and the annual meeting of the 
National Catholic Educational Association. 


Her name, of course, is Mother Teresa— 
Mother Teresa of Calcutta as most people 
call her linking her name with that of the city 
where her extraordinary apostolate began. 


That apostolate was along time taking form 
within her and when it came, it may have 
surprised Mother Teresa herself. It was, as 
she called it later, “the call within a call.” The 


first call had come to her as a young woman in 
Yugoslavia. At the age of 18 she knew she 
wanted to be a missionary. 


AS A SODALIST, she had been touched 
by the newsletters written by Yugoslav 
Jesuits working in Calcutta. She would be a 
missionary nun, she decided and India would 
be her mission field. She applied to the Sisters 
of Loreto in Ireland since Bengal was one of 
their missions and after a year of probation 
was sent to teach at their St. Mary’s High 
School in Calcutta. 


we become impressed with the majesty of 
the theory, we can become discouraged 
with the pettiness of the practical details. 


We have all known people who live out 
of their intellectual concepts as though 
these concepts were space ships from 
another planet: spaceships that were 
unable to land. These people really never 
seem to be in touch with what is going on 
around them. 


IN THE SAME way, some people look 
upon their faith as only an intellectual 
concept. They think that all they have to 
do is believe in the concept and they will 
be saved. The church teaches that faith is 
the root and foundation of salvation. 


St. Paul explains this where he says, 
“what matters is faith that makes its 


Her dream had seemingly been fulfilled. It 
had been difficult to leave her family and her 
native land, but she was now a missionary nun 
in the very country where she had longed to 
be. And for almost 20 years, the dream 
unfolded as she taught her Indian students, 
served for a number of years as principal of 
the school and was drawn ever more deeply 
into a knowledge and love of the country she 
had adopted. 


Then it came—‘“the second call, the 
vocation within a vocation.” In 1946, she was 
on the train to Darjeeling to make her retreat 
when she heard the call to follow, not Christ 
the Teacher, but Christ the Healer, and to his 
work—indeed serve him—by going into the 
slums and working among the poorest of the 
poor. 


NOTHING DRAMATIC had hap- 
pened—just the sudden but deep conviction 
that hers would be no longer the life of a 
teaching nun in a convent school but that of 
solitary sister working among the outcast in 
the fetid, teeming streets of Calcutta. 


It took two years for her to receive all the 
required ecclesiastical approval for her 
second vocation. The last came ina personal 
letter from Pope Pius XII. The year was 1948, 


With five rupees, Mother Teresa began 
her new work. She started a school for the 
slum children teaching them the alphabet and 
basic hygiene. As the work grew, so, too, did 
her support. Several of her former students 
came to assist her and soon, 10 of them 
wished not only to share her work among the 
poor but also her life. 


A NEW RELIGIOUS community was 
formed. In 1950, the Congregation of the 
Missionaries of Charity was approved, tobe 
followed in 1963 by a male congregation, the 
Missionary Brothers of Charity. 


Through a period when religious vocations 
have declined, the Missionaries of Charity 
have attracted members in surprising 
numbers. Spreading first throughout India, 
they are to be found in the slums around 
cities in Tanzania, Australia, Sri Lanka, 
Jordan—yes, and in London and the South 
Bronx. 


These thousands of men and women, inmost 
from comfortable backgrounds, vow to live 
among and give “whole hearted free service 


. to the poor.” They give the lie to the often 


heard claim that modern youth is too self 
centered, too materialistic to assume the 
burden of religious life. They will, if someone 
gives them a compelling example, as Mother 
Teresa has done. 


HER EXAMPLE is compelling, of course, 
because she takes literally and lives 
completely the sayings of the gospel—the 
hard saying which most of us try to evade or 
explain away: “I was hungry and you gave me 
food....naked and you clothed me. I was illand 
you comforted me...” 


She has not, of course, set the world on fire, 
this frail woman with the lined, almost homely 
face. But against the growing darkness of 
human greed and exploitation, she has set a 
great light. By serving the poor and suffering 
Christ, she has been the only copy of the 
gospel which thousands have ever read. She 
has prompted many Christians to read the 
gospel itself with new insight—and courage.

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St. Francis is unique for its rules and setting

St. Francis diocesan seminary is 
somewhat unique in the nation. And its 
latest building complex, to be dedicated 
on Friday, Dec. 16, reflects its uniqueness. 


Father Francis Fawcett, its rector since 
last summer, explains its special quality 
by saying it is probably one of the first 
which integrates a “house of formation” in 
a general university campus. 


THIS HAS presented the seminary 
faculty—who are advisers, not teachers— 
with the challenge to communicate the 
“sense of uniqueness in the call to the 
ordained priesthood” in a formation 
program separate from regular college 
courses. 


The “experiment” in seminary life and 
style came to St. Francis in 1968 when the 
former Immaculate Heart Seminary, the 
building at the very heart of the University 
of San Diego campus, ceased to be the 
province solely of seminarians. 


The rector—whose special studies in 
Rome for the past two years were on the 
ministry of the priesthood—explains that 
with all the men taking different university 
courses at different times the routine has 
to be open and flexible. 


“The key to it, however, is their own 
accountability,” he says, “accountability 
to the rector in the external forum and 
their spiritual’ director: in the internal 


forum, with its privileged, confessional 


aspects.” ‘ 


IT 1S THEIR spiritual director—a 
member of the seminary faculty of 
priests—who holds them accountable for 
the development of their personal prayer, 
how they organize their day, with its 
essential balance between prayer, 
recreation and study. 


“We are training men to be leaders, and 
they cannot be leaders in the Christian 
sense unless they are making serious 
efforts to respond personally to Christ’s 
call to holiness. Atthe same time, with the 
assistance of their spiritual director, they 


To counteract this, all candidates at St. 
Francis have to spend at least one year 
there before going on to theology studies 
elsewhere, as part of their formation. 


The chief regret Father Fawcett 
expresses at present is that the number 
attending St. Francis is the lowest in 
history. There are only 19 men now 
enrolled. In a few past years this diocese 
has graduated and ordained as many as 
18 at one time. 


IN ADDITION to those at St. Francis 
there are 23 seminarians at schools of 
theology, which include St. Patrick’s 
Menlo Park, near San Francisco, and the 
North American College in Rome. There 
are men at St. Meinrad, Indiana and St. 
John, Collegeville, both Benedictine, while 
others are at the American College in 
Louvian, Belgium. 


Entry to St. Francis is not easy. From 24 
applicants this past year, 12 were 
accepted. 


“But we're losing vocations because 
they are not being fostered,” says Father 


workers to the harvest if we prayed for 
them.

“We're not recruiting for the U.S. 
Marine Corps. We have to discern 
vocations and encourage them. We have 
an obligation as a diocese to pray daily and 
publicly for vocations,” he adds. 


Priests of his generation, Father Fawcett 
feels, have something to do with the drop 
in vocations. 


“WE, AS PRIESTS, until very recent 
years may have lost something of the faith 
dimension of our own vocations to the 
priesthood,” he said. “There has been 
turmoil and confusion among some 
priests which have projected through to 
the people. 


“But we're coming through. Much of the 
turmoil was connected with some 
profound misunderstandings of the 
theological implications of Vatican II.”

and any innovation at face value,” said the 
rector. “Perhaps the greatest difference 
is the decline in cynicism, which is almost

“Many are quite open to traditional 
forms of prayer, the Rosary being one 
example,” he states.

seminarians meet during their classes at 
USD frequently visit the seminary and join 
the seminary community at mass. 


“THE FACT THAT college seminarians 
meet and are able to include young 
women within their circles of friends 
places the decisions whether or not an 
individual possesses the charism of 
celibacy within the context of human 
relational experience.” 


He said this is facing the decision of 
celibacy from a “normal” society situation, 
and that seminarians appear to possess.a 
more healthy understanding of the life of 
celibacy as apermanent commitment and 
a life-giving witness. 


Most seminarians, apart from a heavy 
schedule of studies at USD and com- 
munity life inthe seminary, do supervised 
apostolic work at hospitals, in CCD 
programs, with the retarded, shut-ins and 
in university activities. 


THEIR NEW complex houses seminary 
offices, permanent diaconate offices, a 
library, chapel and common room. There 
is a Blessed Sacrament chapel, a 
refectory, kitchen and priests’ lounge. 


The new seminary building will be 
dedicated on Dec. 16, a day which in 1956 
saw the ordination of John E. Baer, who 
later became president of USD and rector 
of the seminary. Death by cancer took 
him just over a year ago, in San 
Bernardino.
